Qe Witness, you are a professional lawyer - at last you were Oberlendesgerichts- 


rat, meaning high counsel of the law court, and you have been active in this profession 


for 15 years, Today you are 42 years old, Is that correct?

0, Will you please give an opinion now as to whether the officials insiée the 
NSDAP took part in a common plan or conspiracy in order to commit or execute such 
а plan as crimes against peace? Will you give special concern to the Blockleiters 
anê Zellenleiters? 

А, One has to have an entirely wrong idea of the conditions in Germany of 
thet period, if one was to accuse the Block гле. Zellenleiters and Political 
Leséers of their standing or having known of the plan for an aggressive war.
